On e of th e ou tstan din g dev elopmen ts on th e 
in tern ation al stage, so far as th e Un ited States 
is con cern ed, was th e appearan ce early in Jan ­ 
u ary of Mr. Ken n edy an d Mr. Bu llitt, ou r am ­ 
bassadors to Great Britain an d Fran ce, respec­ 
tiv ely , before th e Military Affairs Committee of 
th e Sen ate, at an u n u su al secret meetin g.

greaty facilitating progress of 
the soil survey work. 
Under the direction of Profes­ 
sor T. M. Bushnell of the Purdue 
university agronomy department 
and with the aid of eight state 
assistants and several federal 
survey ors, the Hoosier soil sur­ 
vey program, which started in 
1901 b y the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture with Purdue b ecom­ 
ing active in 1919, is b eing car­ 
ried out for the purpose of iden­ 
tify ing, 
describ ing, classify ing, 
correlating, and mapping soils, 
However, the earlier methods of 
mapping b y the plane tab le tra­ 
verse have now b een succeeded 
b y aerial photography coupled 
with mapping of soil ty pes and 
land use b y fieldworkers. 
Aerial photography has proved 
to b e an im portant factor in in­ 
creasing the accuracy and speed 
of mapping. The photographs, 
which are taken from an air­ 
plane a t a height of ab out three 
miles, also give accurate detail 
ab out lay outs of farms, b uildings, 
fences, crops, woodlands, erosion 
and streams. In the mapping of 
towns, aerial photography is also 
utilized to a great ex tent: 
The fieldworkers, during the 
summer and fall months, hike 
sy stematically over each square 
mile of a county noting the var­ 
ious soil ty pes, mapping the 
b oundaries, determining soil re­ 
actions, and recording the kind 
of crop growing in the field at 
the time of survey . At the pres­ 
ent time, a study is b eing made 
to determine the relation b e­ 
tween various ty pes of soils and 
the kind of crops grown on these 
ty pes b y farmers. This b rings 
out what ex perience has shown 
and the adaptation of soils for 
various uses, and also reveals 
some of the effects of proper or 
improper use of the land. 
The 
information 
ob tained 
from the survey s and maps is 
condensed into soil survey b ul­ 
letins for the particular coun­ 
ting;" determining the 
fertility , 
crop possib ilities, and nomen­ 


clature of the soils. Not only the 
agriculturalist is taking advant­ 
age of these soil survey s, b ut in­ 
dustries are also utilizing the in­ 
formation they offer. Land b anks 
and loan agencies, road contrac­ 
tors, vocational teachers 
and 
ex tension specialists, and various 
governmental conservation proj­ 
ects are in line for soil survey in­ 
formation. 
The remaining counties y et to 
b e photographed and mapped 
are situated in the Wab ash Val­ 
ley region and the whole state 
will prob ab ly b e completed nex t 
summer, depending upon favor­ 
ab le weather conditions. Accord­ 
ing to Professor Bushnell, it will 
require a numb er of y ears to 
complete the soil survey of In­ 
diana b ecause, in addition to the 
field study , a large amount of 
work is required to analy ze soil 
samples, draft maps and prepare 
the reports for pub lication, so as 
to give a reliab le and detailed 
record of facts ab out Indiana 
lands. 
During the last summer soil 
survey work was completed in 


Johnson and Morgan counties; 
it was started and finished in 
Franklin and St. Joseph coun­ 
ties; and started in Vanderb urg 
county .

4 5.000 increase in army strength 
projected in President Roose­ 
v elt’s defense program, officials 
said today , .wou ld mov e the 
United States u p three notches 
in the list of the world’s activ e 
military forces. 
A proposed addition of 27,000 
officers and men to the air corps, 
13.000 or more to the Panama Ca­ 
nal garrison, and 5,000 to other 
branches wou ld swell the regu lar 
army to almost 230,000 officers 
and men. 
Ten cou ntries now hav e larger 
standing armies than the United
